only 12 are now completely unitized.
Proposition 4 will permit unitization on 75 per 

cent agreement, if a Conservation Commission finds 
that the plan is fair and profitable to the minority as 
well as the majority. Obviously, it will be easier to 
get 75 per cent agreement, than it is to »et 100 per 
cent agreement.

Supporters of the measure have brought out en­ 
gineering data to show that widespread uniti/ation 
will mean recovery of an additional four billion bar­ 
rels of oil from California fields. One of the mahi 
opponents has admitted that this estimate is "too 
low."

Another thing that becomes clear on close study 
is that some waste exists in production of oil in Cali­ 
fornia. It is also clear that Proposition 4 gives the 
state the necessary power to halt wasteful production. 

Opponents have taken up the cudgels on this par­ 
ticular score, charging on the one hand that this means 
strict government control and, on the other hand, that 
the government already has control to prevent waste­ 
ful production.

Neither claim squares with the facts. The pro­ 
posed law does give the state the power to step in and 
pi-event waste   and only waste   but it also pro­ 
vides that if producers themselves will prevent waste­ 
ful production of their own volition, the state will have. 
no right to interfere.

Protects Natural Resources
To us. this seems the best type of law. It is a law 

that gives' the state full power to protect a natural re­ 
source from waste, but still leaves private industry 
free to do a non-wasteful job without interference.

The other claim that no waste exists does not make 
sense. If no waste exists, what would the -opponents 
have to fear from a law which gives the state the power 
to prevent waste? The truth is that at least two oppo­ 
nents of the measure have granted that waste does 
exist under present law.

To us, the fact that waste can be prevented and 
the fact that an additional four billion barrels of oil 
can be recovered under provisions of Proposition 4 are 
the two basic facts overriding all other claims, pro and 
con.

More oil will benefit the whole state.
It seems obvious to us that more oil will yield 

more taxes, provide more job security, give us a 
greater capacity to produce oil for defense, hold 
down imports, keep more money in circulation in 
California and provide a greater supply of low-cost 
California oil to act as a brake against rising gasoline

We are strongly in favor of Proposition 4. We be­ 
lieve it is a measure which will be good for Torrance 
and for all of California. We strongly urge you. to vote 
"yes" on Proposition 4.
